WASHINGTON, June 20 (AP).— 
The House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee quickly killed sales tax pro- 
posals today, and ‘then adopted a 
formula for collecting a part of 
each employed individual’s income 
taxes from his regular pay checks 
beginning in January. 

With: the decisions, the commit- 
tee virtually completed a tentative 
draft of new tax legislation intend- 
ed to add at least $6,640,000,000 to 
Federal revenue. Final action 
sending the bill to the House is ex- 
pected to be taken next week. 
The Treasury had asked for 
$8,700,000,000, which Secretary of 
the Treasury Morgenthau said was 
the least that Congress should 
raise. Advocates of a sales tax had 
argued that a 5 per cent retail 
sales levy, with Government and 
state purchases exempted, would 
produce $2,500,000,000.

William H. Brenner Also Installed

liam H. Brenner, who. built the 
first street railway in. Tokyo and 
installed: the first electric light in 
the.

As a youth he went directly from 
high school to the New Jersey lab- 
oratory of Thomas Edison, and be- 
came an associate in incandescent 
lighting. 

In 1883 Tokyo employed Bren- 
ner to build the trolley and Bren- 
ner himself drove the first car, 
with the Mikado as a passenger.

“On 
Friday evening the booming of 
guns increased to such an in- 
tensity that houses began to 
shake and the inhabitants at 
first believed an earthquake 
had broken out. 

“Since then the thunder of 
guns has continued without in- 
terruption with the same in- 
tensity.”

In a one-line reference to thé 
new fighting on the Kharkov front, 
the Soviet announcement said: “In 
one sector our troops fought ad- 
vancing enemy troops.” 

Red Drive at Bryansk. 

Launching a secondary drive of 
their own, Red Army tanks and 
infantry forces killed 600 Germans 
and captured a number of weap- 
ons and equipment, including six 
tanks, on the Bryansk front south-+ 
west of Moscow. This drive start~- 
ed after Russian sappers cleared 
a gap in a German mine-field. 

Elsewhere up and down the front 
there was an eruption of fighting 
of local importance and reconnais- 
sance activity, but it was the fight- 
ing for Sevastopol that overshad- 
owed all else.

Drive Against Dissidents Opened in Austria 
—Victims Subject to Forced Labor 
' or Gestapo ‘Schooling.’ 


LONDON, Jine 20 (AP). — All 
persons within the German Reich 
who are deemed irresponsible, lazy, 
quarrelsome, immoral or in any 
way disinclined toward wholeheart- 
ed support of the war effort were 
marked down by the Nazi party 
today for a ruthless purge which 
already has gotten under way in 
Vienna and the Austrian province 
of the lower Danube. 

The internal campaign, on a 
scope so broad that apparently the 
Nazis can imprison or otherwise 
dispose of anyone, was disclosed in 
a radio broadcast by DNB, the of- 
ficial German news agency, . 

Elimination of this “element of 
unrest of the first order,” said 
DNB, is “very important, particu- 
larly in wartime.” _— 

Targets of Drive. 

Particular targets of the purge 
are “anti-social elements,” the 
agency said, applying this epithet 
to anyone who “owing to criminal, 
anti-state or querulous inclinations 
continually enters into conflict 
with the penal law, the police or 
other authorities” and “those who, 
owing to their mental attitude, are 
incapable of satisfying the mini- 
mum requirements. of the national 
community regarding their person- 
al, social. and national bearing.” 

Others which it said were to be 
“educated” by the Gestapo or sent 
to forced labor camps or to “wel- 
fare institutions” include “the an- 
nuity-hunter, loath to do any kind 
of work, and the insurance spong- 
er, or whoever tries to burden the 
community with his upkeep or that 
of his children; whoever is particu- 
larly uneconomical and wuncon- 
trolled, lacks a sense of responsibil- 
ity and is neither able to run an

The M-3 has a silhouette more 
or less vertical; that of the M-4 
is oblique, so as to slant off strik- 
ing shells. The M-3’s body is 
riveted, while the M-4’s cupola is 
welded or made of a single steel 
casting. The M-3’s_ caterpillar 
track has rubber treads. Its suc- 
cessor will have steel ones. It has 
been charged and denied that the 
African sands quickly abraded 
treads made of rubber. 

But the M-4 will have the same 
major armament as the M-3 — 
namely, a 75-mm, cannon. This is 
the famous French field piece of 
World War I, of which the A. E. F. 
found itself in possession of sev- 
eral thousands in 1918. The Ord-

OPA WARNS RETAILERS TO FILE 
COST-OF-LIVING PRICE LISTS 


July 1 Deadline Will Not Be Ex- 
tended, It Announces; Boards 
. to Get Paid Employes. 

WASHINGTON, June 20 (AP).— 
The Office of Price Administration 
warned retailers today that they 
must file price lists of cost-of-liv- 
ing commodities with local war 
price and rationing boards by July 
1—and that the dealine would not 
be extended. — 

At the same time, OPA disclosed 
that present plans called for ap- 
pointment of thousands of persons, 
as paid executive secretaries and 
clerks, to assist the local boards in 


handling their expanded duties. 

Secretaries will be picked by lo-

Refusal of the three large down- 
town department stores to co-op- 
erate in the staggered hour pro- 
gram for downtown employes, put 
into effect May 4 in an effort to 
solve the city’s pressing wartime 
transportation problem, has been 
sharply criticised by, Joseph B. 
Eastman, director of the Office of 
Defense Transportafion. 3 

Eastman, in a telegram to Mayor 
William Dee Becker, made public 
yesterday by the Mayor, declared 
he would be glad to consider an 
order requiring the Public Service 
Co. to establish street car and bus 
schedules conforming to the stag- 
gered hour plan. 

Such an order, if made, would 
require the Public Service Co. 
equipment, now handling the 5 
p. m. transportation rush, to make 
two trips in the evening rush 
period. This would mean fewer 
vehicles available downtown. at 5 
p. m., and some persons, leaving 
work at that hour, would be 
stranded. 

Mayor Becker told the Post-Dis- 
patch he was not ready to say 
whether he would ask Eastman for 
the order. He said he still hoped 
the department stores would ex- 
tend their closing hours from 5 to 
5:45 p. m., so that the stores’ 8000 
employes and thousands of custom- 
ers would not reach the street until 
after the passirig of the evening 
transportation peak. 

. Eastman’s Telegram. 

“Further review of the St. Louis 
downtown staggered hour plan 
and special consideration of St. 
Louis overall transportation re- 
quirements during coming months 
convince me that because of war- 
time needs, revision of schedules 
of street cars and busses to fit the 
staggered hour plan should be 
placed in effect at earliest pos- 
sible date,” Eastman declared in 
the telegram to the Mayor. 

“Tt is a matter for great regret 
that three large department stores 
have thus far been unwilling to 
subordinate what they mistakenly 
regard as their own interests to 
the general public interest in time 
of war. Lack of understanding of 
present and future transportation 
needs must be the reason. 

“r have hoped that the City of 
St. Louis, with the help of the 
State of Missouri, would be able 
to take what ever action is neces- 
sary to make the staggered hour 
plan effective. Upon advice from 
you, however, that an order from 
Washington is necessary, I shall 
be glad to give consideration to the 
entry of an order requiring the 
carriers to establish schedules con- 
forming to the staggered hour 
plan.” , 
Other Stores Forced to Follow. 

Mayor Becker told reporters re- 
fusal of the department stores to 
co-operate in the plan had forced 
other downtown stores and shops 
to follow the larger stores’ 9 a. m, 
to 5 p. m. business hours, which 
has added to the evening traffic 
congestion. Factories and other 
plants in the downtown area have 
conformed to the staggered hour 
arrangement, and the morning 
transportation problem has shown 
marked improvement, he said. 

Executives of the three depart- 
ment stores, in a letter to the May- 
or Friday, repeated their asse 
that it would be impossible for 
them to change their hours be- 
cause of inconvenience to em- 
ployes. The letter, signed by Fred 
Z. Salomon, general manager of 
Famous-Barr; Frank M. Mayfield, 
president of Scruggs-Vandervoort- 
Barney, and Arthur R. Baer, presi- 
dent of Stix, Baer & Fuller, said: 

“It had been hoped that your 
committee would accept our posi- 
tion as one that was honestly ar- 
rived at after painstaking study; 
and that our decision was free 
from any selfish consideration, par- 
ticularly in view of the fact that 
the proposed change would in all 
likelihood result in a greater vol- 
ume of business and profit to the 
particular stores. 

“It has been our contention, as 
you know, that the suggested plan 
would unfavorably and. unfairly 
| affect the lives of our thousands 
j of employes. Furthermore, in light 
1 of experience in the few other cit- 

ies where the plan of staggered 
He sprin has been tried, we hold the 
sincere and justifiable doubt that 
the plan will accomplish its intend- 
ed purpose. 
“In spite of our opinions, ‘how- 
ever, we presented three compro- 
mise suggestions, hoping that these 
plans would express our honest in- 
tention for helpful co-operation. 
We regret that your committee 
has not seen fit to accept and try 
these alternate suggestions. 

“Please be assured that our ef- 


@ forts, as well as those of retailers 
‘i throughout the country, are con- 


sistently dedicated to serving our 


Mi nation and our communities dur- 


ing this national emergency.. We 
believe, however, that we would 
be less than fair to our employes

John Jj. Griffin Says Officers 
Have No Assurance of 
Reinstatement. 


John J. Griffin, banker, chair- 
man of the organization of draft 
board heads in St. Louis and St. 
Louis County, has written to State 
Draft Headquarters, complaining 
that St. Louis policemen entering 
military or naval service are re- 
quired to relinquish their positions, 
with no assurance of reinstatement 
after discharge. 

Griffin said city firemen enter- 
ing the service were permitted to 
take a leave of absence without 
pay, and assured of reinstatement 
in their old ratings after the war. 
He said that, as he understood the 
matter, a former policeman return- 
ing from the war might find him- 
self too old to apply for reinstate- 
ment on the force. Reinstatement, 
he suggested, might be “subject to 
the usual political procedure.” 

President Edwin E. Huffman of 
the Police Board told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that the board’s 
policy, as to policemen entering the 
armed forces, was in conformity 
with State law, which limits the 
force to 1400 patrolmen and 150 
probationary patrolmen. 

“The public safety requires us to 
keep the force near the legal limit 
of size,” Huffman said. “At pres- 
ent we are 44 men short. When we 
appoint a man, we cannot do it 
on a temporary basis and expect 
him to make a good policeman, As 
to the former policemen returning 
from the war, this board, if it is 
still in office, will give them pref- 
erence for vacancies, which regu- 
larly occur at the rate of 50.to 60 
a year. Age will not stand in the 
way of any man who has good 
health and a good prior polie¢e rec- 
ord. I cannot speak for any future 
board, but I doubt that any board 
would discriminate against any 
former policeman returning from 
military or naval service.” 

Griffin has previously criticised 
the Police Board for taking men 
of draft age into the department.

An inquiry made by six Federal 
investigators into charges of irreg- 
ularities in contracts for construc- 
tion of the small arms ammunition 
plant was reviewed here yesterday 
by John Darsey, assistant chief of 
the war frauds division of the At- 
torney General’s office. Darsey 


:,| conferred with Lyle S. Jones Jr., in 
:| Charge of the local office of the 


anti-trust division, and with the 
two anti-trust division investiga- 
tors and four from the war frauds 


division. He will remain here un- 
til tomorrow. 


Darsey said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that he was satisfied 
with the progress of the inquiry, 
and that some of the agents would 
probably be at work on the case 
for two weeks more. He will re- 
port to Washington all material 
facts, to enable the department to 
conclude whether District Attor- 
ney Harry C. Blanton shall be di- 
rected to present the matter to 
the Federal grand jury 

Darsey said that, while about 100 
charges of war frauds had been 
presented for investigation in vari- 
ous sections of the United States, 
and two such charges were before 
grand juries, there had been no in- 
dictment on such a charge any- 
where in the country thus far.

Red Cross Chairman Calls on AFL 
Auxiliary to Study First Aid 
and Nutrition. 

Study of first aid, home nursing 
and nutrition, for protection of the 
home front, was urged yesterday 
by Mrs. Edward J. Walsh, St. Louis 
chapter chairman of the Red Cross 
Volunteer Special Services, speak- 
ing at the second annual conven- 
tion of the American Federation of 
Women’s Auxiliaries of Labor at 
Hotel Jefferson.

WEDISH CAPTAINS REFUSE 
TO SAIL TO ROTTERDAM 


16 Cite “Continual” BR, A. F. Bomb- 
ing of German Convoys Along 
North Sea Coast. 

LONDON, June 20 (AP) fie 
teen Swedish ship captains have 
signed a joint declaration refusing 
to sail their vessels to The Neth- 
erlands port of Rotterdam because 
of the “continual” R. A. F. bomb- 
ing of “ill-protected German con- 
voys poming along the North Sea 
coast,”. The Netherlands News 
keuncy Aneta reported tonight. 

Quoting the Stockholm newspa- 
per Svenska Dagbladet, Aneta said 
that the shipmasters had declared 
that these bombings, combined 
with the lack of protection, had 
resulted in the sinking of many 
ships, 

The Swedish captains in their 
declaration dehounced the Ger- 
mans’ “unscrupulous use of Swed- 
ish ships in carrying ore to Hol- 
land.”

He moved to St. Louis in 1900 
and worked for the Missouri Pa-| os 
cific Railroad, starting as a section 
hand at the age of 60. Later he 
became a watchman for the rail- 
road, retiring in 1930. 


On his 10ist birthday, in 1940, he 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter his 
formula for longevity was not to 
worry. He was slightly upset once 
—when he and his father ran out 
of food while prospecting for gold 
in the Colorado hills. 

Recently he had been confined 
to his bed. Although blind and 
deaf, he was still mentally alert. 
Mrs, McCallister reported then, 
“He used to say he’d never been 
sick a day in his life, and the doc- 
tors tell us he isn’t really sick 
now.”

NAVY SAYS TWO 
SHIPS. HIT MINES 
OFF EAST COAST

language broadcast for European 
consumption, recorded here by 
CBS, It continued: 

“The enemy has strongly in- 
creased his submarine defense and 
convoy protection, and is using for 
the battle against the ever-greater 
submarine danger ali available 
craft. 

“It could be observed that along 
the East Coast of the United 
States small and very small coastal 
vessels were used for coastal pa- 
trol and also for convoy service. 

“Blimps of the American Navy 
and all types of land and sea 
planes are patroling the 3000-kilo- 
meter long south and southeast 
coast of the United States in 
order to discover the positions of 
the Axis underwater raiders.” 

The Navy announced two more 
sinkings by submarines today. One 
was a small United States merch- 
ant vessel which went down in the 
Caribbean and the other was a 
small Nicaraguan boat lost 60 miles 
off the Atlantic coast. Survivors 
have been landed at East Coast 
ports.

When the small Nicaraguan ves- 
sel was hit June 15, five members 
of the crew escaped. The other 20 
perished.

was killed in the explosion. 

“He. was the bravest who 
ever looked déath in the face,” said 
Second Assistant Engineer Jacob 
L. Gregory of Capt. Lane. 

A lifeboat containing fotr men 
disappeared when the blast came. 
The 23 survivors said they feared 
it was blown to bits, The freighter 
sank 50 was after the attack. 


Paper Sb Two Submarines 
Sank Yugoslav Ship Off Colombia. 


BOGOTA, Colombia, June 20 
(AP).—The newspaper La Razon 
reported a 4500-ton Yugoslav ship 
was sunk by two Axis submarines 
last night off Rio Hacha in the 
same area where a 1417-ton Neth- 
erlands freighter was sunk 
Wednesday night,

Two union officers, who would 
not permit use of their names, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that Lillis 
had solicited funds for the defense 
of Jenkins in his trial in Circuit 
Court, where Jenkins was ac- 
quitted on charges of embezzle- 
ment, and for expenses of the 
ousted union officers in going to 
the Washington headquarters of 
i International union to attempt 
i: forestall their permanent gsus- 
pension. 

The officers said the order to 
suspend Lillis came directly from 
Washington at the instructions of 
Joseph VY. Moreschi, international 
president, and followed an investi- 
gation by Theodore Nischwitz, in- 
ternational representative in 
charge of the local union since 
last October, when Jenkins and 
Hulahan, along with Orville Gol- 
den, former secretary-treasurer, 
and Edward Hill, former president, 
were indicted for embezzlement. 
Golden was sentenced to three 
years in the penitentiary last 
‘month for his part in the em- 
bezzlement. Hill and Hulahan are 
awaiting trial.

Three Jap Ships Sunk by British 
in Malacca Straits. 

LONDON, June 20 (AP).—Three 
large Japanese ships hav been 
torpedoed and sunk by British 
submarines in the narrow Straits 
of Malacca, the waterway separat- 
ing Malaya and Sumatra, the Ad- 
miralty announced today.

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‘Go Get ’Em’ McCuskey, Navy Fighter Pilot,| 
Was in Action at Midway, Marshall — 
| ' 5" Yslands, South Pacific. —

PEARL HARBOR, June 20 (AP) 
—"Go Get ‘Em” McCuskey wanted 
to be a lawyer and still plans to 
be one, 

Meantime, he var acquired the 
Navy's Distinguished Flying Cross 
for saving his aircraft carrier 
from attack by shooting down a 
Jap bomber. ! 

He also shares credit with three 
other fighter pilots for having 
strafed and probably sunk a Japa- 
nese destroyer by machine-gun 
fire, and in evidence of still fur- 
ther achievements, seven painted 
Rising Sun flags decorate the sides 
of his combat plane. 

+ The would-be attorney is Lieut. 
E. Scott McCuskey, 27 years old, 
son of Mrs. Rosamond Jane Mc- 
Cuskey of Stuttgart,.Ark, Today 
he was permitted to tell part of 
his story. . 

“T'd rather talk about my squad- 
ron,” he said. “It’s the fightingest 
fighting squadron in the fleet. Our 
score of Jap planes shot down is 
44, and we have lost only four 
pilots. 

“I can’t give the names of all 
our squadron, because that would 
be supplying their identification 
to the enemy. But I can say that 
my wingman, Johnny G. Adams of 
Hiawatha, Kan., got three planes; 
Lieut. Art J. Brassfield, a Brown- 
ing (Mo.) school teacher, got 
seven; Lieut. Walter Hass, Col 
lingswood (N. J.) druggist, got six; 
Lieut. William Woollen of Chapel 
Hill, N. C., got four; Lieut. Rich- 
ard Cromwellin, Montgomery, Ala., 
four, and Ensign Harry Bonaparte 
Gibbs of Wheeling, W. Va. two.” 

How He Got Nickname. 

McCuskey came into the name 
“Go Get. ’Em” at the time of the 
Navy’s devastating raid on Japa- 
nese bases in the Gilbert and Mar- 
shall islands in January. 

He was in the air standing guard 
over his carrier when a radioed 
order rang through his earphones: 

“There’s a four-motored job up 
there making a run. Go get ’em, 
McCuskey.” 

The lieutenant and his wingman 
Adams went for the Jap bomber, 
and after a fight in the clouds, 
McCuskey came out with his first 
victim blown to pieces. For this, 


he was presented the Distinguished 
. ng Cross last Wednesday.

| When, in the South Pacific, he 
imotehed his first Zero fighter and

+took part in the spectacular assault 
on the destroyer. As he tells it: 

“We were attacking a Japanese 
base. Seaplanes were harassing 
our carrier. Four United States 
fighters were sent up and shot 
down three Jap seaplanes. 

“Then, after no more enemy 
planes were around, we saw the 
destroyer escorting a crippled Jap 
cruiser. We made three strafing 
attacks, the first of which silenced 
her guns. 


“The destroyer started to run/th 


away, cutting loose the cruiser, 
but we kept after it, and heard 
explosions. Finally, our ammuni- 
tion exhausted, we gave up the 
chase, 

“Three hours later a second 
group we sent out after the cruiser 
reported the destroyer was no- 
where around.” 

“Did you sink the destroyer?” I 
asked. 

“Well, our machine-gun ammu- 
nition is armor piercing, and the 
destroyer disappeared,” McCus- 
key said.

Monsanto Turning Out 
Three Million Pounds a 
Month. 


Next stop for the tons of old 
tires, inner tubes, hot-water bottles 
and other rubber items now being 
collected in St. Louis and through- 
out the country as a contribution 
to the war effort will be a re 
claiming plant such as the one op- 
erated by the Midwest Rubber Re- 
claiming Co. south of Monsanto, 
Til.

sheets of rubber at the rate of 
three million pounds a month to 
cushion the victory road of Amer- 
ican fighters throughout the world. 

Treads and carcasses of old au- 
tomobile and truck tires are fed 
into the maw of the sprawling 
plant and within 24 hours come out 
in sheets that are sold to plants 
manufacturing truck tires, airplane 
tires, tank treads and a thousand 
other articles that are essential to 
the nation’s armed forces. 

Tires Chief Material. 

Such articles as discarded rubber 
gioves, water bags, rubbers and 
various rubber household articles 
also are put through the process, 
but they represent only about 10 
per cent of the material used. Tires 
and tubes furnish about 90 per cent 
ef the plant’s raw material. 

Initial steps in the reclamation 
process are taken at the plant of 
A. Schulman, Inc., 301 South Four- 
teenth street, East St. Louis. That 
plant purchases old tires in carload 
lots and puts them through a ma- 
chine that cuts out the bead, which 
generally contains a reinforcement 
of steel wire. 

The tire is cut cross-wise and 
then fed into a machine which 
slices off the tread as smoothly as 
a good cook can paré an apple. Be- 
cause it contains the purest rubber 
in the tire, the tread is baled sep- 
arately. The carcass is sliced a

June War Bond Sales May Fall 


Short of Goal by 100 Million 


Expected to Total 700 Million—Income Tax 


Payment and Delay in Voluntary Pay 
Deduction Plans Cited.

WASHINGTON, June 20 (AP).— 


Indications are that the Treasury 
will fail to reach its goal of 800 
million dollars war bond sales in 
June. 


One unofficial estimate today, 


based on the first three weeks’ 
results, was that the month’s sales 
would be 700 million dollars. 
15 income tax payments and un- 
avoidable delays in installing pay- 
roll deduction plans were given as 
reasons for the possible quota 
failure. 


June 


However, officials said that June 


sales figures were not of. primary 
importance, since the bond sales 
campaign is geared to work up to 


climax in July. They recalled 


that sales were running about 500 
million dollars a month in March 
and April, and that quotas of 600; 
million dollars for May and 800 
million for June were established 
merely to show the step-up needed 
to meet the real goal of one billion 
dollars a month beginning in July. 


Treasury planners said they were 


confident of making the July quota, 


and hence would make no apologies 
for the smaller June sales. 
Heart of the campaign for Julv 
and following months is the pay- 
roll savings plan. In nearly every 
business office or factory, “minute 
men” are going around asking peo- 
ple to authorize the deduction of 
“at-least 10 per cent” of their pay 
checks to be used to buy war bonds. 
With totals climbing daily, these 
written commitments assure sales 
of about 200 million dollars a 
month, at last reports. To these 
purchases are expected to be added 
many more hundreds of millions 
of dollars of sales fo persons not 
using the payroll deduction plan, 
to investors and others. i 

At stake in the July sales will 
be the principle of voluntary bond 
purchases, Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Morgenthau has advised Con- 
gress on several occasions that July 
sales would test the feasibility of 
continuing the voluntary system. 
Several officials and members of 
Congress have urged compulsory 
purchases, 


Red inner tubes, for instance, are 
put through in separate batches 
and retain their color throughout 
the process. The rest of it goes in 
gray or black and comes out black. 
Reclaimed rubber is sold, accord- 
ing to quality, for from 6% cents 
to 12 cents a pound, with red inner 
tube reclaim bringing the top 
price. 

There are three principal proc- 
esses at the Midwest plant. They 
are scrap preparation, digestion 
and milling. 

Selected scrap is chopped, ground 
and sifted to definite sizes and 
then nails and other sizable metal 
objects are removed when the ma- 
terial is ‘passed through a mag- 
netic separator. Smaller bits of 
metal are removed later when the 
material is forced through a heavy 
strainer. 

Cooked Under Steam. 

The batch of scrap, together with 
softening oils and approximately 
1000 gallons of caustic solution, is 
dumped into a steamjacketed cook- 
er and put through what is called 
the digestion process for 10 to 15 
hours. Steam pressure is main- 
tained at 190 pounds, equal to 380 
degrees Fahrenheit. After diges- 
tion the mixture is fed through a 
continuous washer. 

Then the material is passed 
through a series of heavy-roller 
machines called refiners. The rol- 
Jers knead the material into rough- 
surfaced sheets. The final refin- 
‘ing consists of passing the sheets 
through heavy steel rollers that are 
set to provide a sheet thickness of 
003 to .005 inches. The refined 
sheet is reeled on a cylindrical 
drum until the desired thickness is 
obtained. 

The finished sheet is cut off the 
drum, “dusted” with powder to 
prevent it from sticking to another 
sheet in shipment and then sent on 
to a manufacturing plant or placed 
in storage. 

Suilt Tire of Product, 

The company conducts various 
experiments in its own laboratory. 
In 1939 a tire built out of all re- 
claimed rubber was produced. 

“It was a good tire,” said G. K. 
Trimble, vice-president of the com- 
pany. “We tested it on a taxicab 
at Edwardsville and it ran 4500 
miles under average taxicab con- 
ditions. 

“With some refinements and a 
heavier tread, such a tire from re- 
claimed rubber would give 10,000 
miles of service, at a cost to the 
consumer of about 60 per cent less 
than a standard tire.” 

But Trimble warns motorists not 
to build their hopes on that be- 
cause the Government is putting 
practically all the reclaimed rub- 
ber into the war program.

BOARD FORTHE AREA 


Will Determine Need for Proj- 
ects Financed by Federal 
Government. 


A War Public Works Board for 
the St. Louis district to determine 
the need for proposed wartime 
public works projects financed by 
the Federal Government, has been 


appointed by Mayor William Dee 
Becker at the request of the Fed- 
eral Works Agency. 

Charles H. Ellaby, president of 
the municipal Board of Public 
Service and chairman of the new 
board, said yesterday applications 
for projects having an aggregate 
cost of several million dollars had 
been submitted for consideration 
by the board. The projects are 
limited to those relating to schools, 
hospitals, public sanitation, water 
supply and access roads to war 
production areas. ; 

The board is charged with pass- 
ing on whether the proposed pro- 
jects are of vital necessity to the 
community and with making rec- 
ommendations to the Federal 
Works Agency, which has final 
jurisdiction over the work. The 
projects must originate from mu- 
nicipalities or non-profit organi- 
zations performing public services. 

The district over which the St. 
Louis board has jurisdiction com-

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Old Courthouse Murals — 


To Be ‘Restored’ Again 


More Artistic Treatment This Time, It 


Hoped, Will Avoid Civic Row Former 
Effort Kicked Up. 


Restoration of the notable 
Wimar-Becker murals in the ro- 
tunda of the old Courthouse, 
Broadway and Market street, 
which, when attempted 21 years 
ago, kicked up a roaring civic row, 
is about to be undertaken again 
with more artistic treatment and, 
the sponsors hope, without com- 
plaints. 

The Works Project Administra- 


tion has set up a $158,000 fund to 
complete the interior renovation 
of the historic old building, which 
contemplates restoration of the 


faded murals that adorn the curv- 


ing walis of the dome that towers 
190 feet above the street. 

Julian C. Spotts, superintendent 
of the Jefferson National Expan- 
sion Memorial, of which the 
courthouse is a part, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday 
that only firms competent to do 
art restoration work would be con- 
sidered for the job of bringing 
life back into th e pictures, painted 


about 1870 by Carl Wimar, one of 


the nation’s most celebrated paint- 
ers of Western scenes, and his 
half brother, August Becker. 
Spotts said he is certain the murals 
can be restored properly. 

This was the view also of C. Burr 
McCaughen, art dealer, who said, 
“All of Wimar’s work that re- 
mains on the plaster can be re- 
stored, provided men who know 
their job are employed to do it.” 
He believes that restoration of the 
murals would prove a big tourist 
drawing card for St. Louis, since 
they are said to have been the first 
murals painted west of the Alle- 
ghenies, and since Wimar is re- 
garded as an important American 


artist. 
Touchy Subject. 

Restoration of the murals is a 
touchy subject with St. Louisans 
with artistic and historic leanings, 
who were horrified in the fall of 
1921, the last time the building's 
face was lifted. Cause of their 
dudgeon was the restorative ef- 
forts of one‘James Lyons, a house 
painter with definite artistic ideas, 
who attempted to slap a bit of 
dash and color into the fading 
Wimar historical panels above the 
third balcony of the rotunda. Lyons 
was employed by the decorating 
firm that had a courthouse paint- 
ing contract, but he had done cer- 
tain works of art from time to 
time in painting scenery sets for 
a downtown vaudeville theater. 

Troubled by the faded Wimar 
works, Lyons set about with bril- 
liant colors, crimson, vermillion 
and cobalt, to impart a pristine 
freshness into the dreary scenes. 
And he did. A supposed Indian 
massacre at St. Louis was vividly 
get off with the ruddy rays of a 
setting sun, Indians were made 
redder, whites whiter, and blood 
flowed liberally from tomahawks, 
whose blades were touched with 
blue to denote their sharpness. It 
became a massacre of richest and 
reddest hues. 

How Fury Brewed. 

But with all his deft. strokes, 
Lyons failed to represent in his 
retouching a fury as great as was 
brewing among members of the 
Municipal Art Commission and 
among less organized, but equally 
horrified, historians, who de- 
nounced his restoration as “an 
Outrage and a crime.” 

Blissfully unaware of the unrest 
he was creating, Lyons spread a 
coat of glowing varnish over the 
massacre, and further enraged art 
lovers by inscribing his name in 
large letters at a bottom corner 
of the work. Then he passed on 
to minister to another Wimar 
panel, a buffalo hunt on the west- 
ern plains. When this was revita- 
lized and varnished, Lyons’ eye 
next fell upon four portraits that 


Lincoln,. another ‘Gen. Grant; he 
made out George Washington all 
right, but had a little trouble with 
Martha. Over her he decided to 
paint a portrait of Col. Teddy 
Roosevelt in bas-relief, on the sug- 
gestion of the o then in 
charge of the city’s buildings. 

By this time, however, the agon- 
ized outcries from the art group 
caused the city to order a delay in 
Lyons’ efforts, and he never got 
around to any more art work 
there. The four portraits were 
never redone by Lyons, nor were 
four large representations of Law, 


‘Commerce, Justice and Liberty. 


The two remaining Wimar paint- 
ings, “Discovery ef the Mississippi 
by DeSoto,” and “Landing of La- 
clede at the Foot of Market Street 
in 1764” did not receive the bene- 
fit of the Lyons brush. 

The pictures are in a fair state 
of repair at present, except the two 
historic murals redone by Lyons. 
Their varnish has chipped off in 
many places, taking the original 
work of Wimar along th the 
chips. Yet even these can be re- 
stored to a close resemblance of 
the way they were when complet- 
ed, officials in charge of the 
courthouse renovation believe.

From September, 1939, to Decem- 
ber, 1940, there was an increase 
of 300,000, according to figures 
given by the German Ministry of 
Labor. An additional 700,000 en- 
tered the labor force between 
January and September, 1941. By 
that time the labor reserve of 
unmarried women was virtually 
exhausted and some married 
women were already engaged in 
production. 

2. There was an increase of 
perhaps 1,500,000 foreign workers. 
Some were “volunteer” workers 
from Poland. Later they came 
from the north and west and 
from the Balkan countries. By 
September, 1941, the number was 
1,700,000, the official “Reichsar- 
beitsblatt” announced. 

3. Large numbers of war pris- 
oners were put to work in war 
industries, probably 1,500,000, 


Harvest Furloughs. 

In addition to these 4,000,000 
workers, the Nazis, because of their 
short, blitzkrieg tactics, were able 
to furlough their own soldiers for 
industrial production as well as 
for the harvesting of crops, This, 
says Sternberg, is most important 
and cannot be over-emphasized. 

Sternberg estimates that before 
the war began about 1,300,000 Ger- 
mans were under arms. By the 
time of the Polish campaign this 
number had been _ increased to 
about 5,000,000, but during the win- 
ter of 1939-40, it dropped te 4,- 
000,000. During the high tide of 
the invasion of France it rose to 
6,500,000 and then dropped back 
to 5,500,000. 

“Taking these variations into ac-. 
count,” Sternberg says, “and mak- 
ing allowances for serious casual- 
ties, it would appear that in num- 
bers the average demand of the 
army was roughly equivalent to 
the combined additions from the 
three sources mentioned above; 
that is, 4,000,000.” 

He estimates the casualties dur- 
ing the first two years at only 
about 200,000. 


The Russian campaign, Stern- 
berg contends, completely changed 
this picture. He estimates the Ger- 
man army of today at 8,000,000 to 
9,000,000, men, or at least 2,000,000 
more than the French campaign 
maximum of 6,500,000. His estimate 
of 1,500,000 Germans killed, wound- 
ed or missing in the Russian cam- 
paign is well below the British es- 
timates of 2,000,000 killed, and, the 
Russian boast of 4,000,000 casual- 
ties. 


‘Bearable’ Losses? 


Official German sources, ac- 
knowledging 1,500,000 casualties up 
to March, described these losses 
as “absolutely bearable.” Sternberg 
disagrees with this, and observes: 

“German casualties during the 
Russian campaign have been 
roughly equivalent in number to 
the male school graduates of the 
three years 1940-42. According to 
the ‘ReichxrBeftsblatt’ — there 
were 550,000 mle school graduates 
in 1940; in 1941 they numbered 
530,000, and in 1942 there were 525,- 
000—a total of about 1,600,000. Ob- 
viously, it is no longer possible to 
regard casualties as relatively un- 
important. , Considering the full 
implications of this comparison, 
tpere is abundant reason to doubt 
that they are ‘absolutely bear- 
able.’” | 

The Russian campaign, Stern- 
berg continues, prevents the tem- 
porary release from military serv- 
ice of a substantial number of 
skilled workers.

Maxim: Inventions Follow 
the Newspaper Headlines. 


That inventions follow newspaper head- 
lines has become a maxim at the council’s 
offices. A series of air crashes brings a crop 
of plans or ideas for instruments to safe- 
guard flight. Nazi bombing of Britain in- 
spired hundreds of ideas for detection of in- 
vading aircraft. The Axis submarine ‘block- 
ade of the Atlantic coast is yielding a harvest 
of notions for warding off or neutralizing 
torpedoes. In January of last year the Ro- 
tarian printed an-article on the council’s 
work which was republished in the Reader’s 
Digest. Shortly afterward, the number of 
suggestions received by the council doubled, 
from 150 to 300 a day. It was estimated 
that the article brought in from 56000 to 
7500 ideas.. 

The council believes it has organized a 
sieve through which no worthwhile inven- 
tion cam escape. It has a Washington staff 
of 55 engineers, who are specialists in ord- 
nance, aircraft, chemistry, electricity and so 
on. Ideas in their respective fields are sub- 
mitted to these experts. If they approve, 
the suggestions are relayed to Dr. Kettering 
and his colleagues. Their indorsement in- 
sures attention from liaison officers or of- 
ficials in the armed services and War Pro- 
duction Board. ;

Walter Nash, Néié Zealand, 
Most Outspoken Advocate 


Of Supreme 


War ‘Council 


Dominion’s Representative in Washington 
Believes Time Has Come to Start Talking 
With People and Not at Them—For Fair, 
Just Allocations to All the Theaters of War.

WASHINGTON, June 20. 


E’VE got to begin talking with people and not at them.” 


That is the advice of Walter Nash, who is the first Minister

of New Zealand to the United States and a member of the 
Pacific War Council. This forthright man, a leader in bringing re- 
markable changes to his country in recent years, Is the most out- 


The Pacific War Coungil is a 
starting point, says Nash. On @ 
Supreme War Council in Washing- 
ton should sit representatives of 
the British Commonwealth of Na- 
tions, the United States, Russia 
and China. Such a council must 
be formed, in Nash’s view, to make 
fair and just allocations to all the 
theaters of war. 


Able to Hold His Own. 


The world conflict has brought 
to Washington many distinguished 
men. In this company Nash is 
well able to hold his own. For 
seven years in the Labor govern- 
ment of New Zealand he has held 
the portfolios of Minister of Fi- 
nance, Minister in charge of state 
advances, land and income tax, 
public service superannuation, pub- 
lic trust, government life insur- 
ance, state fire insurance and cen- 
sus and statistics departments and 
Minister of Marketing. Largely 
under Nash’s direction hig country, 
with a population of about 1,600,- 
000 and an area about that of 
Colorado, has made a contribution 
to the war far out of proportion 
to its size, 


Out of 800,000 adult males in 


New Zealand, conscription has put 


310,000 into uniform. Sixty thou- 
sand have gone overseas, most of 
them in the Middle East and the 
Far East theaters, New Zealand- 
ers stayed on in Libya when the 
Pacific crisis broke in December. 
Another 90,000 men are on duty at 
home, helping to guard New Zea- 
land’s 4000 miles of deeply indent- 
ed coast. The others are in the 
Navy, the Air Force, the Home 
Guard and supplementary services, 


Most Americans, with a vague 
sense of geography, have tended 
to lump Australia and New Zea- 
land together as part of one and 
the same thing. From either a 
geographical or a political point of 
view nothing could be more falla- 
cious. More than 1200 miles of 
ocean separate the two dominions 
which have entirely independent 
governments, 


Common Danger Shared. 


What they share today is a grave 
common danger, This has brought 
them closer together than at any 
time in the recent past, but the 
sad fact is that Australia can give 
little help to her smaller neigh- 
bor, all the output of Australian 
war industries being absorbed in 
preparing that continent—the size 
of the United States—for possible 
invasion; and. the danger is as 
great to one as the other, Many 
observers believe the Japs might 
conceivably attempt to take New 
Zealand, using the island as one 
base in a plan to immobilize Aus- 
tralia. 


Nash embodie. all: the sober 
earnestness of the people whom he 
represents in Washington. He was 
born in England, becar . a whole- 
sale merchant and after his mar- 
riage emigrated to New Zealand. 
There he established himself as 
the representative of several large 
English firms. A business man, 
with a middle class background, 
he nevertheléss became active in 
the Labor Party in his adopted 
home. His great talents for. or- 
ganization found an outlet in this 
direction. 


Beginning in 1919 he was a mem- 
ber of the national executive of 
the Labor Party. From 1922 to 
1932 he was secretary and in 1935 
he became president. It was 
largely due to his organizing abil- 
ity that at the general election in’

A sufficient number of farmere 
had joined with the industrial vot- 
ers in the cities to make the sweep 
possible. 

This same Labor government 
has been in office ever since. In 
the face of widespread opposition 
both at home and abroad drastic 
legislation reforms have been 
adopted that have earned for New 
Zealand the reputation of being a 
social and economic laboratory to 
the world. Nash was largely in- 
strumental in carrying out these 
reforms. The government now has 
full power over monetary and 
banking legislation making the 
Reserye Bank e completely state- 
owned and controlled institution. 


A marketing act was adopted 
under which a stabilized and as- 
sured income was guaranteed to 
all dairy farmers throughout the 
dominion with the marketing of 
dairy products—two-fifths of all 
New Zealand’s exports—carried out 
by the state. A social seourity 
system adopted by the Labor Gov- 
ernment guarantees security 
against all possible contingencies 
including old age, sickness, invalid- 
ity, unemployment, widowhood, or- 
phanhood, and, in addition, makes 
available to every person in the 
dominion free medical, hospital, 
maternity and pharmaceutical 
services/ 


For World Collaboration. 


The foreign policy of this extraor 
dinary government was strongly 
pointed in the direction of world 
collaboration and collective secur- 
ity. That was Nash’s own stand. 
In 1937 he represented New Zea- 
land at the Council of the League 
of Nations. He had gone to Eu- 
rope to conduct trade negotiations 
that took him all over Europe, as 
well as England. During this 
visit he passed through the United 
States and met President Roose- 
velt and other high officials in 
Washington. Two years later he 
was in America and Europe again 
in connection with the conversion 
of a $35,000,000 loan which was due 
to mature, In spite of extremely 
adverse conditions, he succeeded in 
obtaining satisfactory terms for re- 
financing. 

“We have always believed in 
coming together for complete cok 
laboration,” Nash says. “The Pa= 
cific War Council is a step. But 
we must come to a Supreme War 
Council. On this council should 
sit representatives of all the na- 
tions participating in the struggle.

WASHINGTON, June 20 (AP).— 
“The people’s revolution is on the 
March, and the devil and all his 
angels cannot prevail against it. 
They cannot prevail, for on the 
side of the people is the Lord.” 

That sounds almost like a Bible 
text. But it comes from Vice-Pres- 
ident Wallace and it represents the 
thinking of the men now grouped 
about President Roosevelt. It re- 
fers to the war, which Wallace 
also calls “the march of the com- 
mon people.” 

Where are the common people 
going? Why? What sort of revo- 
lution are they staging? How will 
they get what they want when 
peace comes? 

The answers to those questions 
are still far off. Many Americans 
are still sitting back and fatalisti- 
cally intoning, “we little fellows 
can’t do anything about it. We 
fight the wars, but we never get 
anything out of the peace. The 
brass hats will settle it the way 
they want.” ‘ 

But the man in the street in 
other parts of the world has been 
more willing to speak for himself. 
Out'of his talk, among other more 


- nebulous things, has come a defi- 


nite movement of workingmen. 
This movement is the international 
labor front. 

32 Million in It. 

Thirty-two million working men 
and women—miners, bookkeepers, 
clerks, truck drivers, mill hands, 
ditch diggers, cotton spinners, car- 
penters, mechanics are in it. Be- 
fore many more months pass, it 
may include millions more from 
the United States and still more 
from Latin America. 

Its purpose is to give the work- 
ing people of the world a seat at 
the next peace conference, where 
the common people may speak and 
act for their own betterment, 

“Unless labor unites now,” ‘one of 
the advocates of the movement in 
this country says, “the end of the 
war will bring a great pressure to 
‘get back to normal.’ If unopposed, 
that pressure will carry us back to 
the same old mistakes that caused 
this war, the mistakes we are fight- 
ing to correct.” 

It is an anomaly that the work- 


ingman of ‘the United States, with 


the best living standard in the 

world, should up to now have least 

to do with this movement. 
America’s Dilemma. 

The reason is that, although we 
as a nation are willing to fight side 
by side with Russia against the 
Nazis and Fascists, we as a people 
have not yet made up our minds 
how close friends we want to be 
with the Russians after the fight- 
ing ends. Different ones of us are 
afraid of either or all of three 
powerful influences we identify 
with Russia: Communism, atheism, 
and dictatorship. 

Plenty of people will argue that 
none of these three exists in mod- 
ern Russia, Plenty of others will 
argue that they do. That is beside 
the point. Most Americans think 
they exist. And practically every- 
one agrees that if they should be 
imported into this country from 
anywhere, the capitalist democracy 
with which we began the war 
would be doomed. 

Can United States workers and 
Russian workers join to force a 
common peace without bringing 
Communism, atheism or dictator- 
ship into this country? 

“No,” says the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. 

“Yes,” says the Congress of In- 
dustrial Organizations. 

“Yes,” says Sir Walter Citrine, a 
quiet, graying, 6-foot Englishman 
of some 60 years, who looks, acts 
and talks like a diplomat but ac- 
tually is a labor union leader. 
What Sir Walter says shows how 
far left British labor has moved 
since this war began two and a 
half years ago. 

Head of Labor Congress. 

Sir Walter is the acknowledged 
leader (permanent secretary is his 
title) of the British Trades Union 
Congress, to which 6,500,000 British 
workers of all types belong. He 
has ‘been knighted and made a 
member of the privy council for 
his statesmanship as a union man. 

He has constantly fought Com- 
munism., His influence was large- 
ly responsible for ousting Sir Staf- 
ford Cripps from the British Labor 
Party when Cripps was too friend- 
ly with the Communist Party in 
Britain. He made several trips to 
Russia, and although he recog- 
nized that the dictatorship of the 
proletariat there and the dictator- 
ship of Hitler in Germany had dif- 
ferent ends, he judged both to be 
equally reprehensible in method. 
He wrote in one of his books that 
labor unions in Russia were only 
the tool of the Communist party. 

When Hitler's attack on Russia 
made Russia and England allies, 
however, he saw that the worke®s 
of Russia and Britain needed some 
kind of understanding if Nazi 
propaganda was not to drive the 
new allies apart. If the govern- 
ments of Britain and the United 
States, which, as he said, “could 
not be suspected of having Com- 
munist leanings,” were able to co- 
operate, “surely some basis of co- 
operation” could be found by the 


. unions. 


Without lessening its objection 
to Communism, the British Trades 
Union Congress decided that it 
could work with the Russian 
unions without importing Russian 
Communism to England, It set 
up an Russian trade union 
committee, which met first in Mos- 
cow and then in London to ex-

To make matters worse, the AFL 
had consistently opposed admitting 
Russian unions to the International 
Federation of Trade Unions—a 
move which even conservative Sir 
Walter had years ago approved. 
CIO Comes In. 
While the AFL, executive council 
watered down Sir Walter’s plan 
to take the Communism scare out 
of it, the CIO got word of Sir Wal- 
ter’s presence and let it be known 
that in the CIO’s opinion he had 
picked the wrong horse. 


“After all,” ran the CIO argu- 
ment, “the CIO is more comparable 
to the British trade unions than is 
the AFL. It thinks in political as 
well as economic terms,,and its 
unions are concerned with the flow 
of world tradé, whereas AFL 
unions are primarily interested in 
domestic issues of building and.

The Gompers Precedent,

the whole way with Sir Walter: 
Samuel Gompers, the greatest la- 
bor leader the United States ever 
had, switched from ardent pacifism 
at the outbreak of the last World 
War and became the militant 
leader of a similar international 
labor front. a 

Sir Walter was in a position to 
do some finger pointing. One point: 
The 20-year treaty signed by Brit- 
ain and Russia last week pro- 
vides that neither of the two na- 
tions will attempt to interfere in 
the internal affairs of the other, 
an echo of the English-Russian la- 
bor agreement.

Russians Tougher Soldiers. 

These are the main considera- 
tions. Comparisons of the indi- 
vidual qualities of German and 
Russian soldiers are more difficult. 
Man. for man, the Russian is a 
tougher, sturdier soldier than the 
German, while in machines the 
odds are about even. The Red 
Army man seeks hand-to-hand 
combat; the German avoids it. 
The Russian is slower than the 
German but more dogged. 

The war has wrought significant 
organizational changes in the Red 
Army. In the Finnish campaign 
the Russians learned valuable les- 
sons, like the importance of ski 
troops and the need for better win- 
ter equipment, which have been 
applied to the fullest in the present 
conflict. 

The past year has seen the weed- 
ing out of incompetent Russian 
leadership and the institution of a 
far-reaching system of rewards for 
maximum effort and countless 
modifications of tactics and organ- 
ization to meet the requirements 
of battle. Promotions are speeded 
up, with doubly rapid promotion 
for wounded . officers. Tens of 
thousands of decorations and cita- 
tions have been distributed. Mass 
courage is recognized through the 
creation of guards divisions and 
regiments whose members receive 
double the pay of ordinary units. 
These moves have undoubtedly 
stimulated the fighting spirit. 

I met scores of Soviet officers, 
from generals down, and they were 
uniformly men of simple habits, 
tough makeup, sound training and 
ability, as far as one was able to 
‘see. If any old officers are in 
active service in the Red Army, 
have not seen them. The typical 
General is about 45 years of age, 
has done some fighting in the civil 
war—usually as a private or sub- 
ordinate officer—and has been 
through a course of training in a 
military academy. The officer class 
is more di Ushable than at the 
beginning of the war, but the gap 
between the officers and men is 
still. narrower in the Red Army 
than probably any other army in 
the world. —

MADRID, June 20 (AP).—The 
Spanish Government formally de- 
nied today reports abroad that 


Spanish merchant ships had sup- 
plied Axis submarines with fuel. 

“These reports are as slander- 
ous as they are impossible to sup- 
port,” said a Government state- 
ment. “Petroleum products which 
Spain uses are imported entirely 
from America and the loading 
points of origin, transportation to 
Spain and sale are submitted to 
the most scrupulous vigilance.

stantly—without a let-up.” 

Half of Manpower in Army. 

Sternberg declares that about a 
half of Germany’s most productive 
man power has been drafted into 
the army. His statistical basis for 
this startling assertion is that in 


May, 1939; when the-last industrial 
and occupational census was taken, 
Germany had more than 18,000,000 
men between the ages of 18 and 
45. If to these are added those 
who have entered this age group 
during the past three years, a total 
of barely 20,000,000 is obtained for 
all males between 18 and 48, with 
no allowances for war casualties 
and normal deaths. Of these, be- 
tween 8,000,000 and 9,000,000 are in 
the army, to which must be added 
the estimate of 1,500,000 casualties. 

Sternberg believes that contribu- 
tions from other countries are not 
likely to show any increase this 
year over last, for which it has 
been estimated the Germans con- 
fiscated goods worth about $4,000,- 
000,000. Although Germany has 
occupied areas that included 30 to 
45 per cent of Russian industry 
this represented no positive gain 
for Germany although it was a 
positive loss to the Soviet Union. 
The Russian scorched-earth pol- 
icy was partly responsible for this; 
the other reason was Germany’s 


in retreat. 


Summary of Findings. 

The German economist sum- 
marizes his findings by observing 
that in modern wars the several 
participants rarely reach the peak 
of their military efforts at the 
same time, and he quotes with ap-) 
proval Prime Minister Churchill’s 
speech to the House fo Commons 
last December: 

“The House will remember how 
I have several times described in 
the past five or six years the time- 
table of munitions production. 
First year—nothing at all; second 
year—very- little; third year—quite 
a lot; fourth year—all you want. 

“We are at the beginning of the 
third year. The United States is 
getting through the second year, 
Germany started the war already 
well-into the fourth year.” 

American munitions production, 
in terms of physical goods, exceed- 
ed British production a few weeks 
ago—about two months ahead of 
schedule, 

Sternberg notes that at the out- 
set of this war the German military 
machine was far superior to that 
of any potential opponent. 


“The momentum of Germany’s 
armament production carried well 
into the second year of the war,” 
he wrote. “In the third year per- 
haps some slowing down—at least 
a tapering off in the rate of in- 
crease—in armament production 
was inevitable. But whén the Rus- 
sian campaign proved to be some- 
thing more than another blitzkrieg, 
the entire picture was changed. 
Germany faced a situation in which 
both military and industrial re- 
quirements for man power could no 
longer be fully met. A real short- 
age developed in industry which 
could not be offset completely by 
any means at Germany’s command. 
Man power for industrial purposes 
became the one crucial factor in 
the German war economy. 

May Be Vital to Outcome, 

“This development, it is believed, 
may play a vital role in determin- 
ing the outcome of the war, It 
does not mean that in 1942 Ger- 
many is necessarily a less ._power- 
ful adversary than in 1941. But it 
suggests that she is now reaching 
—perhaps has already reached— a 
peak which it will be virtually im- 
possible to maintain for a long 
period. As Germany possessed re- 
serves of war materials, there is 
no valid reason for expecting her 
military peak to coincide with the 
peak of armament production. This 
caution is necessary, lest too op- 
timistic an interpretation be placed 
on our findings.” 

Military and production leaders 
in Washington, while they agree 
with Sternberg’s principal thesis, 
likewise warn against hopes of an 
early Allied victory. They remem- 
ber that Germany was in a far 
worse industrial position in 1917 
than she is today, yet she put 
forth her most prodigious effort, 
which was almost successful, in the 
spring of 1918. They also point out 
that even if the United States and 
Great Britain reach something ap- 
proaching maximum production 
late thm year or early next, this 
does not mean that the United Na- 
tions will have reached the maxi- 
mum .of military striking power. 
Although the United States, Britain 
and Russia have perhaps already 
surpassed Germany and her satel- 
lites in current production, there is 
still a margin of Axis reserves to 
overcome. 

In war, reserves are vital. 
Germany may still be able to put 
forth tremendous efforts as she did 
in 1918, after the balance of pro- 
duction had turned against her. 
But if the Russians can hold an- 
other six months, to allow further 
accumulations of United Nations

T inst Dorothy take'‘over their 

Comparison Shopping Bureau 
and in 1923 she accepted the job. 
She immediately dissolved the bu- 
reau (could that be Grandpa?) and 
created the first Bureau of Fashion 
Advisers in any department store, 
gaining prompt recognition from 
stylists in both retail and manu- 
facturing fields. 


“The idea of ‘comparison’ struck 
me as ridiculous,” Miss Shaver 
said. “What we wanted to do was 
provide the best available and let 
comparisons take care of them- 
selves,” 


One innovation after another 
found its way into the system of 
operation of Lord and Taylor, 
sometimes , over the prostrate 
forms of male opponents to whom 
the: idea of anything untried or 
expensive was repugnant, particu- 
larly if suggested by a woman. But 
for the most part, Dorothy Shav- 
er’s. ideas, however revolutionary, 
always seemed to show a profit. 
Soon her theories of design were 
accepted not only in the dress’ de- 
partments but in the men's and 
furniture sections as well. 


In 1928, she placed all of ‘her 
chips on- one color and produced, 
with imports at prohibitive prices 
from HBurope, the first comprehen- 
ssive exhibition of modern furni- 
ture and decoration ever held in 
the United States. Room after 
room was built and furnished. in 
the modern mode, hung with valu- 
able paintings of modern masters, 
lavishly presented in a style to 
which America was unaccustomed, 
If it should fail, Lord and Taylor 
would be seeking a scalp, and no.

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if You Want a Nice Tan, bist Ven Skin ls Sensitive Teke Your Sunshine in ‘Geotatad Doses

OME girls are better ‘looking in 
summer, as their skins become 
an attractive golden color. To 

other girls, outdoor life brings 

threat of blotchy sun-tanning, 
freckles, sunburn, oily skin and 
prickly heat. 

Some skins are just more sensi- 
tive than others, especially where 
sunlight is concerned. If you're 
in this class, take your sunshine 
in graduated doses, for an even, 
smooth tah without the risk of a 
burn, 

The pigment or coloring matter 
that is responsible for a tan, is 
contained in the basal layer below 
the surface of the skin. Tanning 


is a purely protective reaction; the 


pigment increases in an effort to 
act as an umbrella to the deli- 
cate tissues beneath. 


One reason that sunburn sneaks 
up on us is that the redness does 
not appear immediately and we 
may not know we are burnt until 
‘it's too late. But when we have 
learned our ‘tolerance or intoler- 
ance to sunlight, we can “cover up” 
before we have time to burn. 


Some persons are extra sensitive 
to sunlight; they may develop an 
itching skim rash or hives when 
they go into the sunshine unpro- 
tected, Some get “cold sores” 
about the lips a day or two after 
a sunburn. 


When exposing your lily-white 
skin to the sun for the first time 
this season, use a suntan cream 
or lotion. But clock your sun- 
bathing time anyway, as rays may 
penetrate and burn your skin, 


The purpose of a protective lo- 
tion is to screen off some of the 
ultra rays. Plain olive oil or pea- 
nut oil on the skin provide a film 
that may block some of these rays, 
but may not make your skin invul- 
nerable to the sun. 


Remember that on some partly 
cloudy days, especially if there's 
enough sun to throw a shadow, 
there may be sufficient rays to 
cause a bad burn if you over- 
stay exposure time. 
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UN-BATHING in moderation ifs 
§ neaitheut Sunshine seems to 

perk up the appetite and diges- 
tion and is thought to aid in stimu- 
lating the red-blood-building ma- 
chinery. Exposure to sunshine is 
also said to benefit certain dis- 
eases. Skin ailments such as 
psoriasis and the pimples and 
blackheads of acne are benefited. 
by a proper amount of sunlight. 
Direct sunlight kills germs, too— 
but not those within the body. 
Two hours of strong mid-day sun 
has a good germ-destroying action. 


Ultra-violet rays are important in 
preventing and curing rickets, a 
disease of young children, Rick- 
ets does not develop if the child 
gets enough sunshine or is 
to artificially produced ultra-violet 
rays, or receives enough vitamin 
D in the form of cod liver oil or 
other effective preparations. Sun- 
light cures rickets; the ultra-vio- 
let rays act on certain oils in the 
skin to produce vitamin D. These 
rays are absorbed through the 
skin, 


The mistake that most girls 
make ig in trying in one day to 
make up for months of neglect— 
but it can’t safely be done, Expos- 
ure to sunlight should not be lim- 
ited to the vacation months but 
should be part of our daily life. 
The sun-tan should be incidental 
to outdoor activities—games and 
sports that mean exercise, relaxa- 
tion and diversion. 


In our enthusiasm for sunshine, 
we must not forget that an exces- 
sive amount is unnecessary and un- 
desirable. Extreme tanning may 
harm the skin. Chronic over-ex- 
posure to the sun may cause a 
skin condition variously called 
“farmer's skin” or “tropical gkin” 
or “seamen’s skin.” Thus, a love- 
ly deeply tanned skin, habitually 
cultiva in later years may de- 
generate to an unattractive weath- 
er-looking epidermis. The skin may 
become dry and reddened, spotted

Certain conditions may definitely

In such cases a doctor's O K 
should first be obtained and sun- 
burn should be carefully avoided, 
Persons who are taking certain 
medicines such as sulfanilamide 
may have increased sensitivity to 
sunlight. Ingredients of some per- 
fumes also may aggravate the ef- 
fect of the sun; for this reason, 
don’t use perfume on the skin be- 
fore your sunbath. 


If you are a blond, don't expect 
a deep, dark tan such as your 
dark-haired. friends exhibit.

and outdoor frolics. “Sunbathing” 
just to get a becoming deep tan 
may be more pleasant than wise.

What causes a sunburn, anyway. 
Sunshine is made of the light we 
see, plus heat waves, plus ultra- 
violet rays. Sunburn is caused by 
the ultra-violet rays.

. We get the maximum 
effect of the sun’s rays at noon- 
time on a clear summer day,

HERE is danger of infection 

from blistered areas and in ad- 

dition to the painful epidermis 
there may be general symptoms 
such as headache, dizziness, nausea 
and even slight fever. How badly 
you “burn” depends on the color of 
your skin, the time of day, the 
length of exposure and the weath- 
The sunburn may be of mild 
degree or more serious; there may 
be just a slight redness of the skin 
that you don’t even notice until 
you scratch and then-—ouch! 

In more severe burns the red 
area may feel hot; such a sunburn, 
may peel in a few days. A atill 
more severe burn may consist of 
marked redness with swelling of 
the area. The burned skin is very 
sensitive where clothing touches it, 
Blisters may appear within a few 
hours; infection may occur in this 
type of sunburn. 


What's good for sunburn? 
slight burn, such as mild redness 
with no blistering may need no 
treatment; talcum powder may be 
in such cases. Vinegar

and water may give some relief, 
or a bath containing cooking soda, 
Bathing with warm starch water 
instead of soap may have a sooth- 
ing effect. 


If the sunburn {fs severe and 
widespread, a physician should be 
consulted, as’ general symptoms of 
headaches, dizziness, nausea, fever 
or even prostration May accom- 
pany severe burns. When Dlisters 
eccur there is real danger of in- 
fection. 


What causes freckles? Freckles 
are due to pigment or coloring 
matter that, in response to sgun- 
light, accumulates in spots deep in 
the skin instead of forming an 
even layer of pigment such as oc- 
curs in tanning. . 


One good thing about freckles 
is that they tend to disappear as 
you get older. The child who has 
many freckles may exhibit only 
a few spots when she becomes a 
young lady. 

-Bun-tan oils and lotions, by pro- 
tecting the skin from overdoses of 
the sun’s rays, should help keep 
down the production of freckles, 
and allow gradual tan. It's sensible 
to “cover up” and limit your sun- 
baths, too, if yours is a skin that 
freckles easily. But some girls

“Study and practice for a ballet 
dancer never ends,” the petite Pat 
explained during a rehearsal of 


“Song of the Flame” which opens. 


at the Opera tomorrow night. 
“Even now, after all these years, 
I continue to take lessons. And 
every day, except Sunday, I prac- 
tice at least two hours. Whether 
I am working or not working, the 
practice goes on. That is neces- 
sary to keep my muscles at my 
command.” 7 

When the diminutive ballerina 
made her Forest Park debut in 
1937 — she returned for engage- 
ments'‘in 1939 and 1941—she was 


already famous. She had had a 


three-year stay as ballerina at the 
Roxy Theater in New York and 
another eight months as soloist at 
the Radio City Music Hall, besides 
appearing in “ rge White’s 
Scandals” and a score of Broadway 
musical comedies. She had had a 
10 months’ run in London and had 
made her classic debut with the 
Fokine Ballet at Jones Beach 
Stadium. At the time of her first 
St. Louis appearance, an enterpris- 
ing New York newspaper lad with 
a stub of a pencil and an eye for 
figures did a little high-class com- 
puting and arrived at the astound- 
ing conclusion that the quarter- 
pint ballerina Bowman had danced 
before more persons than any 
other dancer in the world. 

“At that time I think the figure 
was 17,000,000,” Patricia laughed, 
“but what the ‘figure is now I 
can’t imagine. You see I’ve never 
met anyone since who can add that 
high.” 

Pat’s professional lig really be- 
gan while she was a pupil of 
Michel Fokine.. Impressed with 
her ability, the maestro who 
“breathed new life into the fossil- 
ized form of the ballet” soon had 
his pupil doing concerts with him. 
Then came a three-year stay for 
Pat as ballerina at the Roxy Thea- 
ter in New York. 

“After that I went to Europe to 
study in Paris with Egorova of the 
Imperial Ballet, in London with Le- 
gat and in Berlin with Marguerite 
Wallman,” Pat explains. “Even 
then my friends would ask why I 


‘needed to study after three“ suc- 


cessful years at the Roxy. Now 
when I'am not working I study in 
New York at the Elizabeth Andef- 
son School and my friends still ask 
the same question: I cannot ex- 
plain that I never expect to get to 
the point where I will stop learn- 
ing.” 
After her European study, Pa- 
tricia returned for an _ eight 
months’ engagement as soloist at 
the Radio City Music Hall, ap- 
peared in the first Bille Burke 
“Follies,” did a series of personal 
appearance concerts and then 
went to London to dance in a show 
which ran 10 months gt the Palla- 
dium Theater. In the summer of 


1937—when it was estimated she 
already had danced before more 
than 17,000,000 people—Patricia 
made her classic debut with the 
Fokine Ballet as featured dancer 
supported by a cast of 75 and an 
orchestra of 50. Following that 
came her Municipal Opera debut in 
“The Pink Lady” and then a con- 
cert tour and a season in New 
York with the Michael Mordkin 


Ballet. 
| turned to the Municipal Opera 
for the role of the temperamen- 
tal Russian Ballerina in “On Your 
Toes” and in 1941 for the “Three

She had one season as 
ballerina with the Ballet Theater 
din New York and last October had 
a five weeks’ run at the Copa Ca- 
bana Palace in Rio de Janeiro. In 
1938 she. danced at the President’s 
ball, has been honored by a “com- 
mand” to dance at the Cabinet 
dinner for President Roosevelt, 
and while in South America per- 
formed for the American Ambas- 
sador to Brazil. 

“Dancing,” says Patricia Bow- 
man, “has been my whole life. Out- 
side of dancing, I am absolutely 
helpless.

Bowman wore out 12 pairs of 
toe shoes in rehearsals, self-imposed 
practice, and actual performances. 
She buys her toe shoes in enormous 
quantities and finds it hard to make 
herself,throw away an old pair. 

“In my New York apartment 
where I live with my mother, there 
are so many old toe shoes that 
they threaten to crowd us right out 
of the house,” she laughs. “It is 
only when there is no longer room 
for my collection of porcelain fig- 
urines that I can bring myself to 
toss out my old and worn and dirty 
toe shoes.” 

No knobby-kneed gymnast, Pa- 
tricia Bowman has as classy a 
chassis as anything in the movies. 
Five-foot two, she weighs only 107 
pounds, is all muscle—without a 
single knot. 

“There is really no reason for 
ballet dancers to get lumpy,” she 
laughs, “if they have the right in- 
struction. You know in the Degas 
paintings of ballerinas, they all 
had muscles like a wrestler. That 
was because in the early days of 
ballet, it was all little jumps, and 
ballet dancers had their muscles 
pulled out instead of lengthwise. 
Then it was considered immodest 
for a ballet dancer to kick higher 
than her hips. Now, fortunately, 
that old taboo is gone and the high 
kicks combined with the little 
jumps equalize the leg muscles. 

Among Patricia Bowman's fa- 
vorite ballet stories is “Giselle.” 
This ballet was among those done 
by the Ballet Theater.

Basil, mint, lemon, balm and mar- 
joram are a big aid.to the perfum- 
We havn’t begun to touch on 
the plant needs for food, medicine 
and scent. 
In this country millions of 
pounds of herbs have been import- 
ed annually from the Mediterra- 


nean area, with sage alone run- 


ning close to the two million pound 
mark. Now it will be impossible 
to have these spicy bits parceled 
out to us, and if we are to per- 

tuate cookery as a fine art, we 
must roll up our sleeves, dig in, 
and stand upon the fruits of our 
own labors,

YOU'VE MISSED a great deal if 
you have only associated dill with 
pickles. The green tops are extra 
good chopped and tossed into a 
potato salad, over cucumbers’ and 
sour cream, or cottage cheese. 
Other good uses are with broiled 
chops, steaks and vegetables. Dill 
is the one herb that looses its ap- 
peal when dried, but the large 
brown seeds are particularly fia- 
vorsome in spiced beets, and the 
Scandinavians prefer them for 
their soups and gravies. 

Those who have not par 
taken of soup made with sorrel, 
cannot imagine the elegant flavor 
that the large sourlike leaves lend. 
There are two eties, garden 
and French. The French is the 
more preferable—with larger leaves 
and less acid. We prefer to finely 
shred the leaves and saute them 
in butter, and thus top off our 
summertime favorite of vichy- 
asoise (or cold potato soup). 

Do you remember your school 
days when one of the penny de- 
lights was a large candy ball on 
the so-called “jaw breaker” type, 
which after cajoling for hours (it 
seemed) produced at the very end 
——@ large round coriander seed? 
Maybe you didn’t know it by that 
name, but that’s what it happened 
to be, The flavor is just as delect- 
able today, only we crush the 
seeds and add a teaspoon or so to 


applesauce, gingerbread, spiced 
beets or sauces to dress-up wild 
game. 


Anise serves many of the same 
uses as coriander, only the seed is 


smaller and is more often remem- 
bered for the cakes to which it 
lends its flavoring. 

Caraway seeds are as much of 
an affinity to the loaf of rye as 
mint is to lamb. For centuries it 
has been the pet of the Dutch and 
German housewife who have 
gained fame from their sauerkraut 
with caraway. Also their cabbage 
soup. Likewise the Hungarians 
with their goulash. Europeans still 
nibble the little sugar-coated seeds 
as an after-dinner digestive. It is 
one of the ingredients of the 
superb liqueur, Kummel. 

Fennel, or finocchio, often re- 
ferred to as florence fennel, is a 
fat bulbous rooted vegetable with 
a feathery green plumage, more 
often seen in Italian market 
places, The root is eaten like cel- 
ery, and the finely minced tops and 
seeds are the ingredients for that 
“special company” sauce for fish.

Crab Meat Recipes 


By George Rector 


ESTERDAY I went {nto sever- 
al food stores to find out about 
two foods in particular— 
canned crab meat and chutney. 
There was plenty of both on the 
shelves and no increase in price. 
Imported chutney, which comes 
is almost pro- 
hibitive. in price and very hard to 
obtain, but the domestic chutney 
is plentiful. 


I remember so well a very popu- 


chilled and the small bones careful- 
ly removed. Here is how it was 
prepared: Place in a bowl one cup 


tablespoons of chutney and one 
teaspoon of curry powder. Mix 
well and then add the crab meat 
(about one pound) and do some 
more mixing. You can serve this 
delightful dish either as a crab 
meat cocktail or as a salad.

It is called crab meat 
Ravigote, but please don’t let the 
name scare you.

HAT they’ve done to “Rio Rita,” you wouldn’t believe. In the 

first place, as to the plot, that’s out. In the second place, the 

music, That's out, too, except for “Rio Rita” and “The Rangers’ 
Song.” In the third place, setting. Uh-huh, it’s been changed like the 
rest, : 

Now for residents of some sections like Buffalo, N,.Y., Camden, 
N. J., and Bismarck, N. D., it probably doesn’t make as much differ- 
ence as whether what Dorothy Lamour wears is a sarong or a pareu. 
But here in St. Louis, where Municipal Opera is an annual institution, 
“Rio Rita” is well known, well liked and, generally, well done. 

The old plot about the Kinkajou and “I-keel-you,” about Capt. 
Jim Stewart's firm purpose and Rita’s love for her little brother 
might have been corny but, like pa’s jokes, we went for it. And it 
seemed better to have Jim a real Ranger instead of a radio crooner, 
as in the picture at Loew's Theater. “If You’re in Love You'll Waltz” 
and “Following the Sun Around” were gracious tunes. And why must 
we have Nazis in everything these days, like termites or weevils or 
wood ticks? 

What Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer has dished up in exchange for its 
many omissions is comedy—Abbott and Costello doing every trick 
they have accumulated over the years. Pretty little Kathryn Grayson 
sings one of her recital pieces, “The Shadow Song” from “Dinorah.” 
Eros Volusia, a Brazilian lassie, tosses a hip. John Carroll makes 
love, vocally and with the arms. But ever and again, “Rio Rita” is 
an excursion for Abbott and Costello. 

‘It’s not that the boys aren’t good. They are. They send the cus- 
tomers, particularly the younger ones, into roars of laughter and 
even in St. Louis, it is apparent that the wrong done “Rio Rita” will 
be overlooked in most cases in consideration of Lou Costello’s clown- 
ing. So, old timers, we stand confused. 


One Way to Get Into 
The Army—Crash the Gate 


HE hilarity that Bob Hope and Madeleine Carroll created last 
Tree at the Fox Theater, and are continuing to create in *My 

Favorite Blonde,” is augmented not only by “Rio Rita” but by 
“True to the Army,” ‘at the Missouri Theater and “Powder Town” 
and “The Bashful Bachelor,” the pair of films at the St. Louis. 

“True to the Army” brings together Allan Jones, Ann Miller, 
Judy Canova and Jerry Colonna in a cleverly contrived musical 
comedy based on backstage life in the Army. Miss Canova delights 
during her every moment on the screen and her opening number, 
“Spangies On My Tights,” starts the show off in the gay mood it 
needs, but Colonna is the comedy favorite of the film. 

The pop-eyed professor has charge of the pigeon loft at Fort 
Bray, although the principal use he has for pigeons is to send love 
letters to Miss Canova, tight-rope walker with a circus. When his 
lady love arrives unexpectedly in camp, fleeing from gangsters, he 
and Jones have to cut her hair, dress her in uniform and get her by 
various physical examinations and social engagements successfully. 

With those octopus-on-the-window-sill eyes of his and that six- 
inch mustache, Prof. Colonna doesn’t need much more to entertain 
the panting public. But the agonies he goes through to save his 
beloved Daisy from the examination are spendid pretending and his 
tricks of legerdemain in an Army show turn up a lot of fun, too. 

The screen need never suffer for comedy talent as long as it has 
a Bob Hope, a Lou Costello or a Jerry Colonna around. Let the 
Marx Brothers go their separate ways to radio, Broadway and band- 
stand; let Harold Lioyd turn coach and the great Chaplin take his 
time; let the final curtain claim a Joe Penner or a John Barrymore. 
There will still be fun-makers around. 


Looking Over What 
They Overlooked Before 


UMMER may not be the time when Hollywood sets forth its best 
G stro (“Mrs. Miniver” next week will be a staggering exception!) 

but it dées afford a chance to appraise talent that at other sea- 
sons might be dimmed by nearer stars. 

For instance, many persons will wonder why Alan Ladd, who plays 
the killer in the Missouri’s melodrama, “This Gun for Hire,” has not 
had better roles up to now and why Edmond O’Brien, who takes the 
lead in “Powder Town” at the St. Louis, doesn’t get more of: a pub- 
licity build-up. Even in Colonna’s case, a little livelier promotion 
wouldn't do any harm. 

Ladd is the brand-new, breath-taking “discovery” of 1942, his 
studio keeps saying, but he has no less than 10 feature pictures to 
his credit for 1940 and 1941. It happens that most of them were the 
type that the big first-run theaters would gladly pass up. And 
gladly did. 

The young actor played a role in “Joan of Paris” this spring that 
won him a great deal of attention, and “This Gun for Hire” is all his 
own. The writing in “This Gun for Hire” cannot be classed as a 
first-rate job, despite an interesting plot, and the character that Ladd 
plays isn’t brought entirely into focus. But the picture’s different 
from the run of the mill and Ladd gets all kinds of sympathy. 

O’Brien’s_ characterization of a pre-occupied young scientist in 
“Powder Town” has the advantage of being both well written and 
well acted. And is ideal for O’Brien, who hag the sense of timing to 
get the most out of it. O’Brien made his movie debut, it wil] be re- 
called, as the poet in Charles Laughton’s “Hunchback of Notre 
Dame,” but proved in “A Girl, a Guy and a Gob” that good-natured 
comedy was his field. He deserves the acquaintance of more of the 
movie public. 


How Marco Polo Would 
Have Journeyed in a Jeep 


OR its current feature, the Art Theater, 3143 Olive street, has 
F- picture record of the third Haardt-Audoin-Dubreuil expedition 

that crossed Central Asia in 1931 and 1932. The title of the 
picture is “The Yellow Cruise.” . 

Under. sponsorship of the late Andre Citroen, French automobile 
magnate, the expedition set out from Beirut, Syria, in April, 1931, and 
followed a course, by specially built motor car, that went through 
Iran, Afghanistan, India and China to Peking, then turned southward 
to French Indo-China. It was a journey such as had not been 
attempted since the times of the great Venetian explorer, Marco Polo, 
in the thirteenth century. 

“The Yellow Cruise,” which has been described at various times 
in the National Geographic Society magazine, by Maynard Owen 
Williams, a member of the expedition, encountered: many obstacles 
and disappointments, despite its munificent backing and fine equip- 
ment, so that the journey represented at the Art Theater is no mere 
buggy ride. Sandstorms, floods, perilous roads and some sickening 
Chinese horrors are all a part of it. 

But for a person who remembers even a little of his ancient his- 
tory or geography lessons, the film is one of the most enthralling yet 
offered at the Art Theater. The sight of a Crusaders’ castle in Syria, 
the ruins of Palmyra, where Queen Zenobia, reigned, Bagdad and the 
Tigris, the British in India, keeping their courtesy and decorum, 


. the lofty Himalaya mountains, where the automobiles have first to 


be dismantled and then abandoned, are all exotic sights of thrilling 
quality. -

ARNING has been given St. Louis and other Midwestern cities to be on 
the alert for enemy air raids. Following the news of the Japanese 
attack on Dutch bor, Joseph D. Scholtz of Omaha, director of 
civilian defense for this region, which takes in nine Midwestern states, an- 
nounced that local civilian defense organizations should expect “token” raids 
soon—raids by a few planes—and be prepared for them.

RASSY LAKE is a typical cypress 

swamp nestling snugly in the 

_ ~~" southwestern section of Arkan- 

sas. It is the most northerly true 
swamp in the United States. 

Owners of the colorful 3000 acres 
covered with murky waters, closely 
growing cypress and tropical vegetc- 
tion are a group of doctors and busi- 
ness men. The swamp is about 40 
miles northwest of Texarkana. 

In its confines—all within a one- 
day automobile drive of St. Louis— 
are alligators, poisonous snakes, fish 
in abundance. The owners of Gr 
Lake center their attention on the fish 
and leave the alligators and snakes to 
their own devices. Snakes get some 
individual attention from properly ac- 
credited Sagres seeking them for zoos 
or scientific purposes. 

Although the waters in the swamp 
seldom get deeper than six feet, there 
is no truly open water.
